In  1956  he 
ran  for  governor  but  was  de- 
feated. . 

A native  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
Moss  received  his  bachelor’s  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  Utah 
in  1933.  In  1937  he  graduated 
from  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity with  a law  degree.  While 
studying  law  he  was  the  editor 
of  the  “Law  Review.”

‘What  Did  You  Do  on  the  Outside? 


Ed.  Note:  This  is  the  fourth 
in  a series  of  articles  written 
by  the  inmate  librarian,  point- 
of-the-mountain. 

So  now,  at  the  end  of  approx- 
imately two  weeks,  you  are  or- 
iented to  life  in  the  Utah  St.Ue 
Prison  and  are  now  ready  to  be 
placed  in  the  general  population. 

You  h'lve  appeared  before  the 
Classification  and  Treatment 
Committee  for  assignment  to  a 
job  which  is  in  line  with  your 
previous  outside  activities — if 
possible.  That  is,  if  you  are  a 
plumber  in  private  life,  the  com- 
mittee makes  every  effort  to 
place  you  in  the  plumbing  shop 
on  the  inside  of  the  fence. 

They  have  studied  your  back- 
ground and'  your  outside  work 
record  and  are  in  a position  to 
help  you  establish  a good  work 
record  on  the  inside. 

Many  men  arrive  at  the  in- 
stitution with  little  or  no  out- 
hide  work  records  and  pose 
somewhat  of  a problem  to  the 


Classification  Committee.  In 
some  cases  On  the  Job  Training 
is  the  answer  to  such  a problem; 
in  other  cases  the  furtherance  of 
a particular  man’s  education  is 
the  beginning  of  his  rehabilita- 
tion. 

Every  Person  a Problem 
Each  person  appearing  pre- 
sents a new  and  different  prob- 
lem to  the  committee.  They  want 
to  know:  what  are  his  talents? 
What  can  he  learn?  Is  he  capable 
of  filling  a job  requiring  the 
shouldering  of  responsibility? 

Is  his  health  good  enough  that 
he  can  do  manual  labor?  What 
sort  of  people  is  he  accustomed 
to  working  with?  What  incentive 
can  we  offer  him  that  he  will 
|do  a good  and  concientious  job? 

All  of  these  questions  are  con- 
sidered, and  then  the  man  is 
assigned  to  a crew  that  he  may 
establish  a work  pattern. 

At  the  same  appearance  before 
the  Classification  Committee  the 


man  is  assigned  a new  cell,  into 
which  he  will  move  the  same 
day:  The  first  move  from  the 
Orientation  Cells  is  to  U>e  max- 
imum stcurity  housing  unit  — 
Block  A. 

All  persons  having  a "close 
custody  rating”  are  quartered  in 
this  particular  housing  unit.  As 
a man’s  custody  status  becomes 
lower,  he  is  moved  into  the  less 
restricted  blocks. 

Now  the  man  is  ready  for 
work  and  integration  into  the 
social  iite  of  the  institution.

Let  me  give  you  a brief  run- 
down of  the  average  work  day 
spent  by  the  inmates  confined 
in  the  Utah  State  Prison. 

6 a.m.,  wake  up  and  count. 

6:15  a.m.,  open  cells  for  gen- 
eral cleaning  and  sick  call. 

7 a.m.,  breakfast. 

8 a.m.,  work  lines.  . 

11:40  a.m.,  ring  in  and  head 
count. 

12  noon,  lunch  and  head  count. 

1 p.m.,  work  lines. 

3:40  p.m.,  work  lines  in. 

I 4 p.m.,  recreation, 
j 4:40  p.m.,  ring  in  and  head 
i count. 

I 5 p.m.,  dinner. 

6 p.m.,  recreation, 
j 9 p.m.,  day’s  ring  in  and  head 
' count. 

10  p.m.,  lights  out. 

This  is  the  average  working 
day  spent  inside  the  fences. 

Saturdays  and  Sundays  are  not 
work  days  and  are  spent  ih  rec- 
reational activities.

Two  goals  are  in  sight  for  dur- 
able Don  Perkins  as  the  upstart 
New  Mexico  University  squad 
makes  a serious  bid  for  a first 
division  berth  in  the  Skyline 
Conference  race. 

The  powerful  New  Mexico  half 
back  is  well  on  his  way  toward 
nailing  down  his  second  straight 
conference  rushing  title  and  is 
in  contention  for  the  scoring 
championship. 

In  four  games  Perkins  has  car- 
ried 58  times  for  385  yards  to 
lead  the  conference  in  that  de- 
partment and  rank  next  to  nat- 
ional leader  Dick  Bass  of  College 
of  Pacific. 

Perkins  lugged  the  ball  for  a 
net  gain  of  109  yards  in  New 
Mexico’s  34  to  14  conquest  of 
Utah  State  last  Saturday.  He  also 
scored  two  touchdowns  to  move 
him  within  one  of  leaders  Jack 
Work  of  Denver  and  teammate 
Tony  Gray. 

Perkins,  who  won  the  rushing 
title  last  year  as  a sophomore 


with  744  yards,  stands  an  excel 
lent  chance  of  becoming  the  first 
player  in  the  modern  history  of 
the  Skyline  to  win  a rushing 
crown  twice  in  succession. 

If  the  Lobo  runner  continues 
his  early  season  pace,  he  stands 
a good  chance  of  exceeding  the 
ruling  record  of  1104  yards  set 
in  1956  by  Wyoming’s  Jim  Craw- 
ford.
